Springtime  in  Grant  Library 
means  2,400  freshmen  descend- 
ing on  the  books  and  periodicals 
to  glean  information  for  their 
annual  research  papers.  And  this 
week  is  springtime. 

But  even  with  an  increased 
enrollment  this  year,  Lucille 
Thorne,  circulation  librarian,  ob- 
served that  things  seem  to  be  go- 
ing a little  more  smoothly  than 
usual.  A little  research  has  led 
us  to  what  we  think  must  be  the 
story  behind  this  smoothing  off 
— about  half  the  freshmen  are 
doing  two  research  papers  in- 
stead of  one. 

The  first  one  is  written  entire- 
ly from  material  compiled  -in  a 
special  text.  About  18  of  the  42 
freshman  English  teachers  are 
using  one  of  these  texts,  dealing j 
either  with  18th  Century  Lon- 1 
don,  “America  through  Foreign 
Eyes,”  the  Yalta  Conference,  orj 
the  New  Deal. 

After  this  practice  paper  stu- ! 
dents  are  supposed  to  have  de- 
veloped techniques  for  note  tak- 
ing that  speed  their  library  work  | 


on  the  second  paper.  Besides, 
these  second  papers  are  general- 
ly shorter  than  are  the  papers 
done  by  students  who  write  only 
one. 

Some  Freshmen  have  com- 
plained that  requiring  every  stu- 
dent in  the  class  to  write  a paper 
from  the  same  book  is  killing  the 
initiative  and  interest.  Some 
have  said  the  papers  waste  their 
time  because  they  are  artificial 
in  that  they  do  not  allow  practice 
in  finding  material  in  reference 
works,  periodicals,  or  unlikely 
places. 

Marshall  R.  Craig,  director  of! 
freshman  English,  described  the  i 
program  as  valuable  in  spite  off 
these  complaints  because  it  helps  | 
correct  the  main  problem  en- 
countered in  freshman  research 
papers,  organizing  a logical 
paper  from  assorted  materials. 

In  these  papers  the  instructors 
can  check  all  details  like  foot- 
notes and  bibliographies  and  can 
check  accuracy  of  students’  con- 
clusions.
